Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because in figures 5, 6 and 7, the reference numerals are not 
uniformly drawn. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: numeral 10. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

On page 15, lines 27 and 28, the brackets should be changed to parentheses or commas, 
since brackets could indicate deleted material. 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: there is no basis in the specification for the expression "converting 
apparatus". 

Appropriate correction is required.
